CORONER'S STATEMENT. 
Shortly after midnight Coroner 
Schwannecker made a statement in 
which he said: 

“I have taken posssesion of one of 
the rails and shall hold it for a tech- 
nical] examination. In my preliminary 
investigation 1 found a defect in this 
rail which indicated, in my opinion, 
the place where a big waeel, probably 
one of the drive wheels of the elec- 
tric engine, hit the rail at a point al- 
most dirctly under the Woodlawn 
bridge. This rail has a clearly defined 
indentation.” , 

A sheet of electric fame that origi- 
nated from the disaster enveloped the 
rear car, and for a moment threatened 
to roast the victimes pinioned in the 
débdris. The flames did not, nosever, 
spread, and the horror of a holocaust 
was averted. As the cars fell they 
smashed the third rail and caused 
much danger. 

In the crash, however, there was

As tne cars went 
over many of the passengers were 
thrown ipto or through the windows, 
and cut and maimed.

little opportunity for the exercise of 
more than ordinary capacity. This 
ordinary boy is in the vast majority, 
and, therefore, it may be said that 
most boys will continue to work for 
others and will never rise above 
the employé station: but this does not 
mean that a boy should not have the 
ambition to become an employer, for 
this ambition may do him no harm, 
and may increase his effectiveness as 
afi employé, provided it does not make 
him unreasonaoly dissatisfied. 

Let me attempt 1 p) side by side 
the advantages nd sdavantages 
which, accrue to the enfployer and em- 
ployé. 
The omployer has t advantages 
over the employé: 
He is surer, on the whole, of his in- 
dome than is the man he works for, 
for his employer may be able to carry 
him during a dull season. while his 
services are worth nothing in the way 
of profit making. If he is faithful and 
has fair ability. he is reasonably sure 
to re‘ain his position permanently, or, 
in case of his employer's failure, of 
finding another similar position. Be- 
cause he knows what his income, ts 
likely to be, and can reckon upon it 
with reasonable. certainty, he can 
adapt his expenses and his savings to 
his condition. Of course, he is not ex- 
empt from worry, nor is responsibility 
removed from him: but, because he 
plays a second, or third, or fourth, part 
in the drama of business, the respon- 
sibilities of leadership are not upon 
him, and, therefore, if 
worrying to be done in his business. 
the major part of it belongs to his em- 
ployer and not to him. As a rule, he 
works on regular hours, and does but 
little overtime labor. He can better 
bregulate his time and use his off time 
to better advantage. No matter what 
occurs, he has some one to adgise him 
and direct him. He assumes no exclu- 
sive responsibility. On the other hand, 
he may not have more than ordinary 
opportunity for the realization of his 
dmbitions: and the expenditure of ex- 
tra energy. and the doing of additional 
work on his part. may not receive full 
recognition. If, through his endeavors, 
the firm he works for materially in- 
creases its business, he may not ex- 
pect more than a small percentage of 
what he actually earns. His employer, 
who furnishes the money and who 
takes the financial risk and responsi- 
bility, absorbs. rightly or wrongly, 
substantially all the extra profits, even 
though the idea may have originated 
through the employé. and even though 
to the employé is due its successful 
execution. The employé cannot occupy 
so high a business position as that 


in society likely to be on a par with 
that held du the man in bueiness for 
himself. There is a sharp line drawn 
in business between the employer and 
the employé, and this Une extends into 
the social world. The employé ts in the

If the management of 
the business was placed in his hands, 
it would go to pieces.

The faithful book-keeper, who 
seldom makes a mistake in figures, 
whose accounts are models of neat- 
ness, may not possess the capacity to 
do business for himself. It requires 
a different kind of ability to finance 
a business than it does to sell the 
product of the business: The suc- 
cessful, business man, while he tale 
advice from others and. follows it, 
usually decides by himself alone what 
to do and what not to do., If he has 
not the power to intelligently settle 
this question, he is not fitted to go into 
business for himself. I do not mean 
to say that pig-headed-ness and seif- 
conceit are essential elements to pro- 
prietorship, but it must be admitted 
that the man who depends entirely 
upon others to do his thinking, who is 
unable to settle things himself, who 
cannot successfully handle responsibil - 
ity and quickly act in emergencies. 
will not succeed in business for him-

proprietorship. The ability to buy to 
advantage, without the capacity to seil 
at a profit, leads to failure. Many a 
first-class buyer, receiving a salary of

But one thing is certain, and that ts 
that no man ever succeeded as an em- 
ployer who did not make a success, or 
could not have made a success, as ah 
employé. No man can successfully 
command who has not been success- 
fully commanded. No general ever 
succeeded in time of peace, or in time 
of war, unless, at some time in his 
career, he obeyed orders and did — 
willingly, conscientiously, and profit- | 
ably. The successful usiness man 
springs invariably from the successful 
employé. Therefore, let me say to 
the boy or young man about to enter 
business and to assume the duties of 
an employé, that the first thing for 
him to do is to serve his employer 
with all his faithfulness, and with 
all of his ability, and to become a 
success as an employé. When he has 
made that success, it may be time for 
him to consider going into business for 
himself; but even then he Should 
analyze and place himself upon the 
rack of criticism, that he may discover 
Whether or not he has in him the ele- 
ments necessary for the proper finan- 
ciering of business.

Of course no attempt is made by Mr. Blaine in his 
work to quote any one’s exact words, nor is there any 
effort made here to quote Mr. Blaine’s exact words. 

Here we have a division of the human mind which has 
existed through all ages, and will probably exist to the 
end. Tou have on the one hand the academician or dia- 
lectician, the man who, too philosophical to be useful, 
spends his mental energies and the time of his life in 
hair-splitting, chopping logic, working out fine distinc- 


| tions, refined definitions, and too superfine attempts to 


get to the lowest doundations of thought. It is the dif- 
ference between Plato, with his imaginary model repub- 
lic, and Aristotle, with his practical studies seeking 


from known facts or effects to learn the underlying laws 


of nature. The one studied the world as it was and oc- 
cupied himself with hard and enduring facts. The other 
wasted his energies in dreams of the imagination. 

The schoolmen of the Middle Ages, instead of doing 
the work of a Wiliam P. George or a Rev. Dana Bart- 
lett to make human beings in the concrete better mor- 
ally and happier in their life, wrote, talked, thought and 
disputed as to whether an angel or other purely spiritual 
entity could pass from one point to another in space 
without traversing all the intervening points. Bartlett 
or George would have jumped to the conclusion that 
wherever the devil came from and through whatever 


to dispute with either of them as to whether the devil 
was a principle or an entity, he would refuse to discuss 
that point as well as the other, and again jump to a 
practical conclusion: there is evil here, and that evil 


7 is eating the heart out of people young and old, and it is 


our business to teach them to resist the evil. 

Plato's dreams have scarcely left a trace of influence 
upon the history of following ages. Aristotle's practical 
work has given to the world chemistry and geology, the 


theory of gravitation, the theory of light, and the prac- 


tical benefits of electricity. It led to the discovery of 
the circulation of the blood, to inoculation to cure small- 
pox, and to antiseptic treatment of wounds and sores. 
The hair-splitting refinements of the statesmen who 
wanted to go to war again to decide whether the seced- 
ing States had seceded or had only had a dream that 
they were out of the Union left no trace behind and 


would be forgotten but for the pages of Mr. Blaine's 


book. Lincoln's practical treatment of the great 
tion of reconstruction has given to us a restored Union 
without a missing star in the blue fieli on the flag, and 
in which the people of the seceding States are today 
as earnest upholders of the Union as Webster or the 
men who shed their blood to prevent a rent being made 
in Old Glory. 

But the dreamers, the dialecticians, are as numerous 


in the world today as when the schoolmen almost came 


to blows in their attempts to settle the question as to 
how many angels could stand on the point of a campbric 
needle. We have our recallites and referendumites, and 
all the ites and all the isms wasting time and perplex- 
ing the world in seeking dor political and moral pana- 
ceas, automatic in their action, taking no thought what- 
ever of poor old human nature, forgetting that the virus 
of old Adam’s sin works forever in human blood, and 
wever writing or uttering a word, turning a hand or 
taking a step to bring about some practical reform. 
Moral and political panaceas are as vain to seek as the 
veriest nostrum a quack physician ever advertised to 
eure headache, colic, bunions, corns and toothache, to 
make hair grow on bald heads and toes on amputated 
feet. There is only one nostrum against all diseases. 
That is good health. There is only one practical re- 
form that will ever work in this old world of ours. That 
is to teach every man to do his individual duty. Laws, 
creeds, theories and plans which must all lie outside of 
the individual will prove as ¢ruitiess as the dispute of 
the statesmen on the question of the actual secession of 
the States. There is only one way to make men better. 
The work must be done from he inside The seed must 
be planted in the human aeart. The individual con- 
science must be awakened and enlightened. No reform 
theory can be made which is automatic. The individ- 
ual must do the reforming within himself, and all that 
the outside world can do is to lend him a sustaining 
hand, a cheering voice and an encouraging look.

For, while such unswerving devotion to, and rapt adora- 
tion for departed ancestors as manifested by the adher- 
ents of Confucianism, the most important of Chinese re- 
ligions, and by the followers of Japanese Shintoism, 
seem at a first glance nothing more than the coils of 
tradition fastened relentlessly upon a hopelessly unpro- 
gressive people—there is, nevertheless, a practical pur- 
pose traceable in this worship of patriarchal spirits 
which cements religion and life, and thus is of eminent 
ethical value. 


Indeed, the late success of the Japanese is directly due,

to the cumulative moral force gathered by the little 


brown men” from the precepts and practices inculcated — 


and incumbent upon them by their religion. Thus 
Japan, in reverencing the dead, learned how to deal with 
the living. Hence in respecting and venerating the no- 
blest ideals of their departed religious leaders, states- 
men, scholars, and patriots, they perpetuated many po- 
tent moral qualities that unite a people, give purpose and 
stability to its actions, and lend fire and zeal to its pa- 
triotism. 


Whatever we may have to say against ancestor wor- 
ship as a religious cult, its moral and political efficacy 
cannot be denied. Moreover, there is no more spiritua!- 
izing influence than that emanating from reverentia! 
memories of the noble deeds, the inspiring thoughts, the 
human touches of love and tenderness of rare, departed 
souls. All too soon, though they live in the conscious- 
ness of the race through eons of time, are the great ones 
of earth forgotten! And how much sooner, how very, 
very soon, and ofttimes all too soon, do we bury not 
only in the earth, but in oblivion, the humble ones once 
near and dear to us! : 


However, so inexorable are the established laws of the 
universe that the past and the present, seemingly in- 
calculable ages apart, are really very near together. 
Hence we delude ourselves in turning a deaf ear to the 
teachings of tradition, however primitive, and no matter 
how ultra-progreasive our own civilization. For in or- 
der to advance safely, we must look before and after: we 
must proceed Janus-faced with one visage turned toward 
that which has preceded us, the other directed toward 
the oncoming time. 


“The dead,” we say, “belong to the past; let us forget 
them.” And this idea of the utter worthlessness of the 
past as an important factor in building the future, leads 
to a deplorable lack of reverence dor the departed, and 
which spirit of irreverence toward the dead has its coun- 
ter effect in a dire lack of reverence for the living! - 


We need no weird spiritualistic philosophy, no im- 
ported occultism, or vague, impenetrable mysticism, to 
harrow us with nebulous theories of the “living dead,” 
nor bogus demonstrations to convince us that the dead, 
notwithstanding their corporeal absence, are still spirit- 
ual forces in the world according to the degree of po- 


tency or impotency of every personality in life. 


Jesus of Nazareth is more vitally alive today than He 
was 2000 years ago, although his teachings are obscured 
or distorted by spurious interpreters. Moses and the 
Old Testament prophets still mightily lead, warn and di- 
rect the activity of the foremost nations of the earth. | 
Plato and Aristotle, to say nothing of a score of other 
notable founders of religion and systems of philosophy 
prior to these, have sent their thought filtering down the 
ages through the mind of man, coloring each succeeding 
generation until it reached our own, where its tints and 
tones are easily recognized in religion and politics, in 
governments, and in the unconsciously abcorb<c | words 
and phrases ordinarily passed from lip to lip. 


Hence to “forget the past.“ in our estimation, is not 
to become irreverent toward the dead; it is rather to 
slough off the weight of sorrow or despair crowded in 
upon us by failure or affliction, that we may stay the 
paralyzing of effort so sure to follow a life without hope. 
Yes, forget the past that hangs like a pal! over your be- 
ing; that casts a shadow upon the sunniest day; that 
flattens life into a joyless plain of desolate desert. All 
such troublesome and ill-foreboding images which 
clamor for admittance on the threshold of consciousness, 
say sternly nay; but on the other hand, gladly lift the 
latch of recollection to the happier things of the past, 
and welcome all the noble examples, the stern but virile 
lessons taught by the saints and sages long gone by; look 
earnestly, lovingly, sympathetically, and hopefully, into 
the trials and achievements of the great galaxy of mar- 
tyrs and heroes of our own and other lands; thus find- 
ing strength and refreshment in the retrospect. Espe- 
cially let the spirit of American patriotism glow witb 
a new fervor when at this time regarding the moral and 
political ideals of our national ancestors, Washington 
and Lincoln, whose spirit is ever present to us in the 
American republic which they so gloriously established, 
and whose names recall us to our patriotic duty. Surely, 
the memorable record of these noble sons of Freedom 
must thrill every liberty-loving heart and mind, inclin- 
ing every one to bow in reverence for the loyal dead 


with the poet's promise upon their lips: 


“Lives of great men all remind us

The rock of Gibraltar lies at the end of a narrow neck 
of land which connects it with the Spanish peninsula. 
One could walk across this neck in a few minutes. The 
town of Gibraltar, which contains something like 30,000 
people, is situated upon it, and its houses extend from 
it along the lower sides of the rock itself. | 

This rock is a gigantic piece of solid limestone, which 
rises almost straight from the water on the side facing 
the Mediterranean Sea, to a height almost as great as 
that of the Blue Ridge Mountains, in Virginia. If you 
could put two Washington Monuments, one on the top of 
the other, and on the top of these a spire as tall as the 
dome of the Capitol you have just about the height of 
Gibraltar. The rock is about three miles long and less 
than a mile wide at its widest part. 

As one approaches it from the sea one sees many port 
holes here and there along the sides. They come out 
from the tunnels within. The whole rock has been tun- 
neled. It has eighty miles of galleries burrowed through 
it, and it is a honeycomb of chambers. The fortifica- 
tions have, of course, the finest of modern guns and other 
war machinery. Only a few parts of them are shown 
to visitors, and only the British soldiers and War Office 
know just how the works are constructed and defended. 
There are undoubtedly some big twelve-inch guns and 
some which could probably land shot in Africa across 
the way. The strait is something like twelve miles wide 
at that point, and there are modern guns which will 
shoot twelve or thirteen miles. Among the guns known 
to be at Gibraltar are two of 100 tons each, so heavy that 
it would take about 200 horses to haul one of them. 
Those guns are each thirty-two feet long, and each will 
throw a shot weighing a ton a distance of eight miles. 
Dogs as Smugglers. 

Gibraltar is praetically a free port, and tobacco and 
everything else is cheaper there than in Spain, which is 
only two miles away across the isthmus. The land be- 
tween is called “the neutral ground,” and there is now 
a high woven-wire fence across it, which is guarded day 
and night by the Spanish customs officers. The fence 
was put up in order to prevent tobacco being carried 
across without paying duty. The smugglers had trained 
dogs to carry’ parcels from one side to the other. The 
way they did it was to dress up one of their number as a 
Spanish customs officer, and then having tied a bag of 
tobacco to the neck of the pup they wished to train, they 
would drive him in the direction of this bogus official. 
As soon as the dog came near the man in the customs 


The pup soon learned that 
all men so dressed were his enemies, and he naturally 
gave them a wide berth. The dogs were brought from 
the Spanish side to Gibraltar and there loaded with to- 
bacco.

To Help Consumptives. 


A PLAN TO SET THEM AT WoRK IN 
FOREST RESERVES. 


From New York Tribune. 


HE brain of a thinker in the Keystone State has 
1 a plan for the utilization ot natural advan- 
tages in the cure of consumption and the safeguard- 
ing of the community from tuberculosis infection. . 


Pennsylvania combines among its public utilities 
large State forestry reservations, a State school of for- 
estry is devoted exclusively to training young men for 
its dorest service, liberal forest laws which allow of im- 
provement cuttings as well as improvement plantings, 
and a camp for consumptives, to which ailing persons 
may go if they cannot, for want of funds, go to more 
expensive health resorts. Thinking over this combina- 
tion of State institutions, it occurred to Dr. J. T. Roth- 
rock of Mount Alto that it would be a good plan to 
unite them in the interest of the great body of con- 
sumptives and of the community at large as well. His 
‘argument in davor of the plan is thus set forth succinctly 
by himself: : 


“The unguarded consumptives are probably more dan- 


gerous to the community than the insane persons who 


are now under State care would be if liberated. The 
latter would be restrained to a certain extent by their 
friends, whereas the public is seldom so guarded against 
consumptives, who are scattering the germs of disease 
in all directions. : 


“I believe a wide-reaching, economical system is pos- 
sible, by which most, if not all, of such persons may 
be provided for. Pennsylvania has nearly a million 
acres of forest reservation land. Most of it must be 
replanted in young trees. To do this work not less 
than a billion seedlings must be raised and transplanted 
into the ground where they are to grow. It would re- 
quire a large force of men to raise and transplant an- 


nually a million trees. Even if this were done the task 


of reforesting the State would require a thousand years. 
A work so slowly done would fail utterly to meet the 
economic exigencies which demand for the prosperity 
of the commonwealth that all our rocky watersheds 
should be devoted to the growth of timber. It would 
be only a drop in the bucket if the State transplanted 
annually four million forest seedings. That would sim- 
ply cover four thousand acres or siy and one-fourth 
square miles. , 

“Little of the labor required in raising and trans- 
planting seedlings is of a hard or exhausting character. 
Most of it is very light. It is all out of doors, and it 
would be in our health belt where the air is pure, Life 
under such conditions would be for the convalescent 
consumptive more desirable in every way than life on 


a farm, and I believe it would be safe for the community. | 


In addition to this, willow culture and the manufacture 
of baskets and other wicker work could be extensively 
conducted. Small articles of rustic work would furnish 
an endless opportunity for those who had a constructive 
turn.“ 


As a practical beginnfng, Dr. Rothrock points to the 


work of the Mountain Camp Sanatorium, in Franklin 
county, Pennsylvania. There the consumptive unable to 
pay for treatment is received and treated free. The 
proposition is to send all the convalescent patients from 
this sanatorium to the State school of forestry, and 
from there to the open reservations, where the lide of 
the forest ranger, a pure, healthy, outdoor occupation, 
would not only serve to keep the convalescent from 
falling back into the old condition of ill-health, but 
would prevent danger to the public from the spreading 
of germs that might still be dormant in the system of 
the consumptive. Dr. Rothrock ends his plea for the 
consumptive with thig significant argument: 

“It will cost*something less than any other plan pro- 
posed, and bear in mind, if you will, that, whether you 
cure these persons whose poverty appeals to your gen- 
erosity or whether you support them in hospitals or 
county homes and finaly lay them to rest in a plain 
coffin, you must and do ultimately bear the expense. 
It is cheaper to cure them and restore them to the 
ranks of productive citizenship than to board and bury 
them.” 

It will be an interesting sight when the nation wit- 
nesses the forests of the country being built up by the 
army of sufferers from the great white plague, who 
themselves, in restoring the wasted ranges to their 


natural state, are being restored by the bountiful na- 


ture whose work they are assisting. Dr. Rothrock esti- 
mates that ten thousand citizens of Pennsylvania are 
now in the early stages of tuberculosis, and could be 
restored to reasonable health under proper conditions. 
“Turn them loose in our forests,” he urges, “and let 
them restore themselves while restoring the wooded 
ranges. A plan so economical, safe and beneficial to 


all is not likely to find a single opponent.”

AUDUBON SOCIETY URGING MEAS- 
URE AT SACRAMENTO.

ITHIN the last year or two there has been a 

large increase in the number of hunters, and 

the birds of all species in California are rapidly 
becoming fewer. The professional hunters, or “pot 
boilers,” are more numerous, as California is one of the 
few States that does not impose a license. The in- 
creased number of tourists is also partly the cause of 
the gradual extinction of the birds. No sooner do they 
get off the cars than the destructive instinct prompts 
them to go out and kill something. It matters not to 
them whether the bird be protected by law or not. It is 
the livelihood of the one and the pleasure of the other, 
and they are not concerned for the future. According to 
the reports of the Audubon Society, at Pasadena, many 
of the Italians, Portuguese; Greeks, and Japanese are 
sparing nothing with feathers, whether in or out of sea- 
son. These are the greatest offenders. They openly 
violate the law, when out of its reach, and even kill 
nesting quail which they sell to the restaurant-keepers. 
The Audubon Society will urge at the present session of 
the Legislature several amendments to the law pro- 
tecting wild birds and game. One of these will strike 
at the depredating Japanese “‘pot-hunters” and other 
alien classes who ruthlessly and defiantly slaughter 
our. songsters and other birds of value to the fruit- 
grower and the farmer. The proposed law is to tax 
alien or unnaturalized inhabitants $25 a year. The tax 
for non-residents is fixed at $10. This would hit the 
tourists and deprive many of the “one-lungers” of 
much of their sport. The tax for citizens of California 
would be only $1. This would also cut short much of 
the vicious sport of the small boy with the shotgun, 
and the farmer who is ignorant of the fact that the 
birds protect his crops from insects. This tax, the 
society holds, would not only lessen the eternal shoot- 
ing. but furnish funds with which to protect game, in ad- 
dition to any funds that the State may appropriate for 
that purpose. There are only nine States in the Union 
that do not require a license, from hunters, and ' 
fornia is one of these. In this State, also, birds are 
being more rapidly exterminated than in any of the 
States requiring a license. | | 

The right of a State to protect its game by imposing 
a heavier fee upon aliens than upon others, has 
decided in the affirmative by the Supreme 
California, and the United States Circuit and Un 
States Supreme courts. The wild game within 
belongs to the people of that State, and they 
hibit any one from killing it. Arkansas 
Washington imposes a tax of $50 each on al 
Oregon and Washington tax non-residents $10, 
residents $1 each. Thus it seems to be the experience 
every State that aliens are the worst offenders in t 
destruction of game. An application of the Arka 
prohibition law would exterminate these allen 
hunters,” who make no distinction between protected 
or unprotected birds, or the open or closed season. 
The Audubon Society will also propose an amend- 

ment limiting the open season on doves to one month— 
August; also one protecting the wild, or band-tailed, 
pigeon. 
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There is a strong popular sentiment against the kill- 
ing of doves, and it does not seem that there should 
be any open season, even for a day. Any one who, 
after listening to the plaintive cooing of this innocent 
bird, is not moved to spare its life, certainly must have 
a heart into which pity cannot enter. The wild pigeon, 
which it is proposed to place on the protected list, is 
a rare species, and is rapidly becoming extinct in this 
State. It would be better, evidently, not to have an 
open season. | | 

A bill has been introduced in the California Legis- 
lature for the protection of the meadow lark. This is 
one of the most useful, u not the most useful bird 
in the State, and it is rapidly becoming extinct. The 
aim is to protect it absolutely, and to prevent even the 
farmer from taking a shot at it. Strangely, many 
farmers, vineyardists and orchardists, believe that the 
western meadow lark destroys their crops, when it 
really protects them from the ravages of insects. It 
eats largely of grasshoppers, crickets, caterpillars, 
wasps, spiders, beetles, bugs, and flies. Crickets and 
grasshoppers constitute about one-third of its yearly 
diet, and during August, when these insects are most 
numerous, they furnish about three-fourths of the food 
of the lark. When the cut-worm begins to work in 
May, the lark also begins its work of destroying that 
insect. The lark seeks out the caterpillars, which 
other birds often overlook, and destroys.them by the 
acre. It has been shown, frequently, that the meadow 
lark does not eat grain, and is, therefore, not an 
enemy of the farmer. Its destruction of the green cater- 
pillar, which in some seasons seriously damages vine- 
yards, alfalfa fields, and gardens, should insure its pro- 
tection from this quarter. But, many of the proprie- 
tors, ignorant of this fact, shoot the bird while it is 
doing them a service. Italian and Japanese laborers in 
vineyards shoot the meadow lark for food, and this 
slaughter has been going on for years. The lark also 
makes a special war upon the dreaded Fuller's rose 
beetle, so destructive to strawberry-growers. It is an 
ally to agriculturists, horticulturists, and vineyardists, 
and is the bird most numerously destroyed by them— 
that is, by those who are ignorant as to its usefulness. 

There are several varieties of lark in this State, one 
being the “horned lark,” and this comprises three spe- 
cies. They are differently named according to locality, 


but all are of the same damily, and the description is 
similar. The species known as the “Mexican horned 
lark” is found along the Coast from San Diego to San 
Francisco. It is so named because the bird has tufts of 
feathers on each side of the head which, when it is 
angry, stand up like the ruffled feathers of a chicken, or 
the hair on a cat’s back, and thug looks somewhat like 
a “horn.” These birds are said to be more numerous on 
the desert than along the Coast, as they have fewer ene- 
mies among their own kind. They nest in the arid, 
sandy regions amid the stunted growth. Their nests 
are made in a saucer-like hollow in the ground, close to 
a clump of sage, or in the open. The material used is 
usually buffalo grass. While the female prepares the

The Hooded Oriole, which is also seen in Southern 
California as far north ag Santa Barbara, is also becom- 
ing much scarcer, not because of the hunter’s gun, but 
because of the war of the larger birds against the weak. 
Here, it is not a survival of the fittest, but of the swift- 
est. They eat grasshoppers and all species of insects. 
and are a great benefit to ranchers who, ignorant of this 
fact, permit and encourage their boys to trap and sling- 
shot” them.

Having wings, he 
does not fly; or, at least, very seldom, and his flights 
are short. He prefers to use his deet, and almost always 
takes to the middle of the road, like a Populist. When 
the roadrunner sees danger, he will run out of a thicket 
into the middle of the road, and trot off at a lively gait, 
occasionally turning his head to see what is coming. 
If the danger is nearer he darts into the brush and, with 
such quickness that he frequently loses his balance and 
turns a somersault—tail over head. 

The roadrunner is found in the valleys and on the 
mesas, and on the Mojave Desert. He is shy, suspicious 
and unsocial, rarely more than two or four being found 
in a neighborhood. The female builds her nest in the 
cactus plant, or in an oak near the ground, and is select 
as to the place and the material. Some nests are built 
of cow hair, snake skin and feathers, interwoven with 
roots. No two nests are exactly alike, each pair se- 
lecting its own style of architecture. These birds eat 
syakes, especially the garter snake, young birds, field 
mice, and reptiles of all varieties. They are especially 
fond of lizards, which they swallow. It is said that the 
roadrunner will hop upon a rattlesnake, and with a few 
whacks of his bill vanquish the reptile. The roadrun- 
ner is very inquisitive, and will run up to a ranch house, 
when there is nothing edible in sight, merely to see 
what is going on, apparently, and then give the rancher

Really insane criminals have been known to sham 
sanity, and be convicted on the strength of their feint. 
The typical make-believe lunatic when tired by his ac- 
tive performances generally pretends not to recognize 
his family or friends, whereas the true maniac is lucid 
in these very periods and recognizes those about him 
perfectly well. The simulator generally makes a botch 
of it, also, in flying into his fit too rapidly. The spasms 
of a real lunatic, as a rule, develop gradually. The 
shammer almost always has the notion that the insane 
do not reason.

Con- 
trary to the common supposition, the skilled alienist 
almost always makes himself and the object of his visit 
known when he visits a cell to examine the criminal 
tenant. He rarely acts the part of a spy, although he 
frequently has the suspect placed under the surveillance 
‘of the jail keepers, who note his movements when he 
imagines that he is not seen, At such times the simu- 
lator will generally relax from the strain of his acting 


and behave naturally. 


One of the first points noted by the insanity expert is 
whether the accused avoids looking him straight in the 
face when he enters the cell. The simulator generally 
looks away. Delay or drawling in answering questions, 
although the faee shows intelligence, is another point 
against the subject. Having heard the oft-repeated 
rule that the real lunatic is sure that he is sane, the

Feigned Insanity Five Years. 


The record for feigned insanity was made in France by 
Picard, a man convicted of ¢raudulent bankruptcy. He 
played the part of a lunatic for five years, without in- 
terruption. Like that of the professional faster, how- 
ever, his strain was greatest at the beginning of the 
ordeal. The first period of simulated insanity having 
been passed, alienists say, the sham becomes second na- 
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Those noted are of course but a meager fraction of 
the general observations made by the alienist. Going. 
deeper into the case, he makes careful physical tests, 
frequently with instruments of precision. 
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The alienist who knows his business would simply give 
the prisoner a marking under each test employed and 
finally compute a general average, some tests bearing 
much greater relative weight than others. Of course 
there aré many other tests whose description space for- 
bids; and, moreover, no single alienist would probably 
employ all, or nearly all of those described.

CELEBRATED HIS BIRTHDAY BY THE 
DoiNd or Goop DEEDs.

NE hundred and seventy-five years ago on the 22nd 

of this February the “father” of our country first 

saw the light of day, and 107 years ago on the 14th 
of last December he looked his last on the land Which 
he had made a free and independent country. 

Since then the nation each year has marked the date 
of his birth in various ways; first by holding religious 
ceremonies in the churches throughout the land at 
which the pastors, many of whom had fought under the 
great commander or had known him in private life, 
talked feelingly about the big heart and the broad soul 
of the departed hero; then as the years rolled along and 
those who knew Washington had joined him in the 
silence the day was marked by a great flying of bunting 
and waving of flags and playing of bands and parading 
of soldiers. Still later the day was held as a national 
holiday on which the banks were closed and the schools 
gave entertainments at which patriotic songs were sung, 
flery speeches made and the great deeds of our first 
President recounted in dramatic manner; now the day is 
still a national holiday, but the schools are closed and 
churches, charitable organizations, clubs and individu- 
als, make the occasion an excuse for giving colonial 
teas, Washington birthday parties, hatchet suppers or 
Revolutionary plays. The shop windows are full of 
hatchets, miniature cherry trees, cocked hats and cher- 
ries real, candied and for decorative purposes. 

All this display and fun and frolic makes the thinker 
wonder how George Washington kept the day, and the 
investigator who takes the pains to look into the mat-

ter will find that from 1745 to the date of his death, 
February 22 was a day of importance not only to Wash- 
ington but to his ériends and all those who did him 
service. 

When Washington was 13 years old he wrote for his 
own use 110 maxims of civility and good behavior and 
added one resolution which read: “Resolved that on 
the 22nd day of February, the day on which I was given 
the gift of consciousness, I will, each year, do some 
good deed or deeds, as many as come within my power, 
to show my gratitude for the life given me for a little 
space.” 

From 1745 until the date of his death Washington 
never broke the resolution made on his 13th birthday. 
On this first anniversary of which there is any record 
he tramped fourteen miles, seven there and seven home 
again, to the house of an aged woman who had been 
kind to his mother during an illness, carrying a large 
package of provisions and remaining for several hours 
to stack her woodpile and build her fire. ! 

Later in the day he drove two cows nearly two miles 
to the farm from which they had escaped and, finding 


the pasture fence and so keep the cows at home. 

He returned at night to a good birthday supper, and 
the evening was passed in merriment. No doubt young 
George slept the sleep of the righteous that night, for 
his resolution was working splendidly. 

Several years later he wrote to a school chum early 
on the morning of the 22nd of February: This day I 
enter upon a new epoch—the year stretches before me 


for what? Only he who benefits his fellow-man has the 


right to enjoy the glories of life. I shall endeavor to 


commence my new year clear grom debt in this respect.“ 


There is no record of how the day was marked in 1748, 
but judging from the tone of the letter his life was 
fuller by several good deeds. 

“Some Personal Remembrances of Washington” tells 
how, on February 22, 1751, he hired some half dozen 
sleighs, rented a hall, and gave all the young people of 
Mount Vernon, where he was then visiting his brother, 
Capt. Lawrence Washington; a fine afternoon and cven- 
ing frolic, with a big “spread” to crown the event. To 
this “party” were invited not the young bloods of Wash- 
ington’s own class, but those less favored, and it is re- 
corded that although they stood about in shyness at 
first, it did not take George many minutes to set the 


| fun going. 


It was on the following year that Washington made 
his only ocean voyage—to the Barbadoes—and that he 
enlisted in the Seven Years War. 

He spent his 22nd birthday amid warlike scenes at 
Fort Duquesne, now Pittsburgh, where he commanded a 
regiment against the French. On the eve of that 
birthday Washington gave a bountiful supper to all the 
men of his regiment, and gave a good-sized sum of 
money to one of the men to be sent home to the wife 
and little ones whom the soldier had left in almost des- 
titute circumstances. oe 

There are many lapses in the records of Washington's 
birthdays and how he spent them, but in 1755 he writes 
to a friend: “I am growing old apace, Alfred, (he was 
only 23 then) and today I turn another year. So far I 
have been true to my resolution made when I was 13, 
and I want you to help me to keep it unbroken this 
year. Will you be so kind as to give the inclosure to 
Welmont Hardy ot your village with my kindest re- 
membrances?” 

There is no record of what the “inclosure” was, but 
we are lead to believe that it brought comfort to both 
the sender ard recipient.

A 
young sentry was sent to him under the charge of hav- 
ing been found asleep at his post.

The great general questioned him kindly, (ound that 
he had given his last rations to a suffering comrade and 
relieved a sick man of sentry duty.

‘6 ALOME’S” experience in New York ought to

Nobody became angry over Wilson Barrett's “Sign of 
the Cross;” in fact, Christian people all over the United 
States, the kind who are rarely seen within a theater, 
flocked to the production, and enjoyed the story of the 
struggles of the early Christians in Rome when the 
power of a Nero held over them the rod of persecution.

AN EXPERIMENT IN PROGRESS IN 
NEW Crry. 
From New York Sun. 


o far as is known the Sunday-school which meets 
every Sunday morning at Teachers College, in West 
120th street, is the only one of the kind in the 
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care of two teachers who adapt gecular kindergarten 
activities and give religious insiruction by the medium 
of Bible stories and Sunday-school songs for one hour. 


The first of the elementary grades, grade 3, studies the 
patriarchal period beginning with Abraham. Grade 4 
studies the Mosaic period, which includes the history of 
the exodus and the conquest of Canaan. Grade 5 covers 
the period of the Judges from the time of David and 
Solomon down to te division of the kings. 

Grade 6 studies the remaining period of Old Testa- 
ment history. Grades 7 and 8 study the life of Christ 
and the high schoo] grades pursue the same subject and

school instruction could be improved. They reasoned 
that the religious education of their children merited 
at least as much care as their secular education, and 


they hired for pay a vompetent teacher and arranged to

have her come to the home of one of them every Sun- 
day morning to instruct the children there. ; 

At first the school was a family affair with not more 
than half a dozen pupils. Twenty children were en- 
roled at the end of the first season. Arrangements were 
made to use the chapel and some of the classrooms at 
Teachers College for the school, and professors at Co- 
lumbia University and other educators began to take 


interest in the plan. 


The school grew slowly. At the end of the second 
year forty children were enrolled, each of whom paid a 
tuition fee of $15. At the beginning of the present term 
nearly 100 children were in attendance, representing 
grades ranging from kindergarten to high-school age, 
all of them under the care of women having a thorough 


‘knowleage of the subjects taught and trained in the | 


art of giving instruction. | 

With one exception the teachers in the model school 
are women. A small amount is paid to every teacher 
and to the superintendent's assistants in order that they 
may bear a business relation to the parents and super- 
visors, and also that they may set aside more time than 
otherwise they could afford for the work. 

The head of the school is Frank M. McMurray, profes- 
sor of the theory and art of teaching; Mr. Andrews is 
the director; Herbert T. Coleman, a graduate student of 
Teachers College, is the superintendent, and Dr. Rich- 
ard Morse Hodge of Union Seminary is lecturer on re- 
ligious education. Prof. John A. MacVannel and Dr. 
G. Drayton Strayer of Teachers College are supervisors. 

The pupils belong mostly to well-to-do families, only 
a few children taking advantage of the free scholarships. 
The school costs annually $2000 for rooms, salaries of 
twelve teachers, music and incidentals. Two-thirds of 
this sum is met by tuition fees, the balance by subscrip- 
tions from outside sources. Mr. Andrews said of the 
plans of the school: 

“Special care is had for the educational character of 
the school, but before it is 1 school for the religious 
growth of its members. The school is earnestly Chris- 
tian. 

“The spirit of the teaching is more important than 
the dacts taught. But to get the best results a pupil's in- 
terest in the Bible and Bible study must be awakened 
and kept awake—no easy task—as many Sunday-school 
teachers will admit, and naturally a man or woman who 
has been trained to teach, who has acquired the best 
methods for imparting instruction, is likely to have 
more success in teaching the Bible than the aVerage vol- 
unteer teacher. 

“Contrary to what some people imagine, we have 
no examinations here, no system of marks or awards, 
no diplomas.” a

Interspersed with these topics are biographies and 
autobiographies of modern religious leaders and practi- 
cal illustrations are given of how Christianity applies to- 
day in everyday life. There is no cut and dried lesson 
for every Sunday. Every teacher is free to follow indi- 
vidual methods, to cover as much or as little of the por- 
tion of history assigned to her grade at one sitting as 
she sees fit, to digress on this and that occasion accord- 
ing to her judgment. 

Each grade includes from half a dozen to ten or 
twelve children, and has a separate classroom equipped 
with a large map of the country under discussion, a 
blackboard, pictures, etc. Even a casual visitor discov- 


than to purely objective teaching. 

Before going to the classrooms the boys and girls and 
their teachers assemble in the chapel for general reli- 
gious exercises conducted by their superintendent. The 
Bible is read responsively, there is singing, prayer and 
an easily understood talk on some religious topic with 
application to home and schoo! life or a discussion of 
some happening in the religious world by both children 
and superintendent. 

There is no uniformity about the general exercises, 
strangers alternating with the superintendent or the 
director or the pupils in contributing the leading fea- 


ture. At all times, it is declared, the interest and ani- 


mation of the children and adults present is remarkable. 

At 11 o’clock the classes retire to their classrooms for 
a fifty-five minute session of Bible study, following 
which they meet again in the chapel for brief closing 
exercises. 

When the teacher of grade 4, which is composed of 
boys and girls of 8 and 9, was asked if she could teach 
the lesson in the same fashion were her class sand- 


| wiched between other classes in a large room after the 


manner of most Sunday-schools, she answered: 

“I quite sure I could not do it. Were there no 

other quiet spot available | would take my class to the 
basement rather than teach them in a crowded, room. 
* “No,” she went on, “I do not give my pupils any work 
to do at home; no memorizing, no looking up refer- 
ences, no reading of the lesson even. All I ask is that 
they will repeat some time during the next week the 
lesson story I have told them to some one at home— 
to a relative, a playmate or an acquaintance. 

“Why do I ask this? Because the effort to repeat it 
generally fixes a story in the mind and also shows the 
child how many links he or she has forgotten and in- 
spires him or her to ask on review the next Sunday to 
have them supplied. 3 

“I can’t say that all my pupils always follow my sug- 
gestion in this particular, but the percentage which does 
is good.” 

The review on that particular morning was about 
Moses and the children of Israel fed by manna in the 
desert. The children sitting in a semi-circle around 
their teacher told the story to her and one another in 
conversational style without referring at all to their 
Bibles, and they also discussed the point their teacher 
wanted them to catch, that the Israelites in their wan- 
derings showed a propensity (or faultfinding amounting 
almost to a talent. One small girl gravely explained 
that boys and girls who grumbled and made a fuss over 
every little hardship never did get on very fast, and 
a still smaller boy was of the opinion that the Israelites 
would have got to the promised land sooner had they 
complained less. 

The review finished, the story of the Israelites' battle 
with the Amalekites was taken up by the teacher. The 
pupils interrupted when they pleased to ask questions. 
The story was not read from the Bible, nor did the chil- 
dren follow the narrative in the Bible. Said the teacher: 

“With children of this age I consider it better to give 
the lesson in narrative form, emphasizing the salient 
points and passing over some others less important for 
the reason that when the children later on read it in the 
Bible they will be more apt to give attention to the 
points I have brought out, the facts they have discussed 
and let the others go.“ 

“Had you twenty minutes instead of fifty in which to 
teach the lesson would you follow the same method?” 
was asked. 

“I think so. And I woud devote at least five of the 
twenty minutes to an informal chat with my pupils be- 
fore beginning the lesson. 

In another classroom a group of six boys and girls 10 
and 11 years old were studying about the captivity of 
the Jews in Babylon. A map hung on the wall which 
showed the situation of Babylon and the territory (rom 
which the Jews had been carried. Two boys of 10 vied 
with each other in answering questions and giving in- 
formation bearing on the subject. Their enthusiasm, 
their knowledge of the subject, their apparent reluctance 
to stop when the bell rang were marked.

as much venison or carabao beef as she can pack away, 
and her rations of rice during the hunt. 

This woman, who is over sixty years of age, can carry 
over seventy pounds of dead weight on her head, and 
will move up a steep hill at a pace which cannot be 
maintained by an unincumbered white man. 

Greater sport than deer hunting is the pursuit of the 
wild carabao or water buffalo. Though a clumsy-look- 
ing animal, the carabao can move with incredible swift- 
ness when once he is aroused. If Once hit, or even K 
fired at and he sees his enemy, the wild carabao will 
immediately charge him. Lieut. Louis C. Dean, of the 
Philippine Constabulary, had an exciting adventure with 
a carabao near Echague, a city in the Cagayan Valley. 
Dean was out with an expedition of constabulary, and 
about thirty miles west of Echague they sighted a small 
herd of carabao. The constabulary soldiers selected a 
large bull carabao and fired a voiley into it; Dean then 
went closer, and fired seven shots from a Springfield rifle 
into the animal, most of which hit him. The carabao 
fell, then go up and ran into a patch of cogan grass, 
than a man’s bead. Dean, thinking 
had gone in to die, dismounted, and, 
taking a 38 Colt’s revolver, followed the animal's track 
into the edge of the jungle patch. He had no sooner 
reached the edge of the patch than the carabao, who had 
circled around, charged him from the rear. The sol- 
diers hallooed, and Dean turned, and by dodging man- 
aged to shoot seven times into the carabao; but the shots 
had no more effect than so many mosquito bites. Finally 
the carabao caught the young lieutenant, tossed him up 
until he was unconscious, then prepared to knee] on 
him as a wild elephant does. But life seeming to have 
departed, the carabao abandoned his intention, sniffed 
the body, walked away about 300 yards and died. Dean 
was frightfully mauled, and was disfigured for life. 
After being taken to Manila he was an incurable invalid, 
and died from the effects of an overdose of morphine 
taken to allay his pain. 

There are thousands of wild boar in the Philippines, 
and can shoot them anywhere. The natives usually 
drive them into nets with dogs; sometimes they are 
caught in pitfalls or traps. No one ever heard of the 
Philippine wild boar attacking any one, although they 
grow to a great size and look very fierce. Like the wild 
jungle fowl, which will breed with domestic poultry, the 
wild boar will breed freely with the native pigs. 

A peculiar animal found in the Philippines and 
thought to be limited to the island of Basilan, not far 
from Zamboanga, is the monkey stoat.

The Jewish Mizrach. 
SYMBOLIC PICTURE CALCULATED TO 
AID IN DEVOTION.

F THE pious orthodox Russian Christian has his 
sacred icon, which he displays in his little house- 
hold shrine, and toward which he directs his multifa- 


rious devotions, the orthodox Jew, on the other hand, 
has something akin to it in his sacred and time-honored

“mizrach,” to be seen hanging on the walls of nearly 


every orthodox Jewish home, whether it be in Los An- : 


geles or Moscow. 


The Jewish mizrach, as seen in the accompanying il- 
‘lustration, is a symbolic picture typifying Jerusalem 
and the Holy Temple, and is hung upon the wall of the 
house dacing toward the Holy City. 


It is intended to 


that the most sacred spot on earth is that little land 
serve the pious purpose of reminding the orthodox Jew 
where Abraham, Isaac and Jacob lived, and consecrated 
it by their devotion to monotheism, where the glorious 
kingdom of David and Solomon arose and flourished, 
where the Holy Temple was erected on the height of Mt. 
Moriah, where his forefathers fought and conquered the 
Syrians, and where, in the year 72 A. D., the glory of 
Israel departed in the Roman conquest under Titus and 

Vespasian. 


From the moment that the Jews were vanquished by 
the power of imperial Rome, and were spread abroad 
among the various Gentile peoples of the earth, the 
pious Son of Abraham has looked k with mourning 
and lamentation to the scene of Israel's departed glories, 
and from that day to this, whether domiciled in Russia 
or America, in England or China, he has always prayed 
toward the Holy Land and the holy city of Jerusaiem. 


The mizrach—the symbolic chart with its queer de- 


‘Hneations—was invented, so to speak, just to serve to 


intensify the Jew’s memory of Jerusalem, its glory and 
its final doom, and for this purpose he pays his devo- 
tions to Jehovah, today, standing before his mizrach, 
hanging on the wall of his house in the directiog of 
Jerusalem. His devotion to his mizrach is not that of 
the Russian’s worship of his sacred icon, which latter 
abounds in gross superstition, but is rather a means of 
concentrating his prayers toward the most sacred spots, 
in the universe to him—Jerusalem and the site of the 
temple of Solomon. 2 


The position of the mizrach of course varies with the 
relative position of the Jew toward the Holy City. Thus, 
the American orthodox Israelite hangs his mizrach on 
an east wall, while the Persian Jew suspends it toward 
the west, these widely separated devotees of the Jewish 
faith thus facing each other, in that both are praying 
toward Jerusalem as they stand before their respective 
mizrachs. On the other hand, if we go to Copenhagen 
and northern Russia, there we find the Jewish mizrach 
hanging up on the south wall of the house, while the 
Jews of India pray toward the north, the mizrach be- 
fore them on the north wall of the dwelling. 


The mizrach is of various sizes, and is of widely dif- 
fering symbolism. The one presented in the accompa- 
nying picture is perhaps the most interesting and truly 
typical of any I have ever seen. On a partially black 
background is seen a representation, iu yellow, of the 
sun rising above the horizon, while in the center is the 
six-pointed Star of David, upheld on either side by a 
lion. In the center of the star is the Hebrew word 
“mizrach,” which means “rising,” and gives its name 
to the whole picture, the real meaning of the smymbol- 
ism, as a whole, being reflected in the quotation from 
the Hebrew psalms: From the rising (mizrach) of the 
sun unto its setting, the name of the Lord is being 
praised.” 

The picture and the biblical quotation thus carry back 
the thoughts of the Jews to the glorious days of old, 
when Jewish kings reigned at Jerusalem, and the sac- 
rifices were offered every day to Jehovah in the temple 
on Mt. Moriah. 

The lions typify Juda, or Judea, since (rom the days 
of Jacob this tribe or division of Israel has been known 
as the lion’s whelp, while the term “lion of the tribe of 
Juda,” is quite familiar to everybody acquainted with 
Jewish history. They, of course, convey the ideas of 
strength and courage, the tribe of Juda having developed 
into the strongest of all the twelve. Indeed, so promi- 
nent did Juda become as to evolve into a strong king- 
dom by itself, and finally it conferred the distinctive 
name of “Jew” upon all the sons of Israel. 

The monogram of David, the six-pointed star, is one 
of the most ancient that has descended to us from 
bygone ages. Its origin is lost in the haze of remote 
Jewish antiquity. It appears, ever and anon, in Jewish 
literature, and is exhibited today in the mizrach, and 
on the white field of the modern Jewish, or Zionist flag, 
adopted at Basle, Switzerland, in 1898 by the Jewish 
Zionist Congress. 

Other forms of the mizrach often display stereotyped 
forms of the menorah, or seven branched candlestick, 
with figures of Moses and Aaron and a smoking censor. 

The use of the mizrach in the orthodox Jewish home, 
for display on the east wall, is but a reflection of the 
Jewish synagogue worship, in which the congregation 
face Jerusalem, the Holy Ark in American synagogues 
being always at the east end of the building, whenever 
possible, while in other countries it ig at the south, west 
or north end, according to the respective points of the 
compass.

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PLANT STUDY. 
NEED OF COMMON SENSE METHODS OF 
TEACHING. 

By Ernest Braunton. 

AD we more books on plant study or lessons with 
plarits we would not only have more plant lovers 
but Many, many more who understood something 
of the science of plant life. Botany, to most people, 
means a long study, with close application, of a long 
list of dry and musty plants, designated both as a whole 
and in detail with equally dry and musty terms or 
names. | 
The pupil taking up the study of botany for the first 
term, is ioaded down with a lot of bosh about stamens, 
pistiis, anthers and stigmag without the slightest idea 
what one looks like or what its purpose in the world. 
The pupil should first be brought in contact with the 
plant at maturty and be given all the general knowledge 
about plant life obtainable. Bspecially should the func- 
tions of the plant and its organs be explained, so that 
a desire to know more about the subject is created. 
The child first wishes to know what, before he inquiries 
how, or why. 3 
After the children fully comprehend what plant life is, 
the proper time has arrived to take up the intricate 
study of botany, but this should never occupy the first 
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gle shoots, or by rooting the tips 
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sand, keep them 
they are well rooted, put 
allow them to remain there as long as possib 
becoming potbound, They are then planted i 
in their permanent positions, about eighteen 
apart, leaving sufficient space between the rows 
the neeessary attention. 


If the soil is sandy, it needs a liberal supply 
manure, which must be quite rotten, or it will 
roots of the plants as soon as the hot weather com- 
mences, During July all chrysanthemums should be 
cut back, If your plants are not so treated, you will 
probably get flowers before the hot weather is over and 
they will be small.

Mildew on Roses. 


Experiments in the control and suppression of mildew 
on roses by the use of dilute sulphuric acid are said to 
have been very satisfactory, and this mode of warfare 
against this ever-present disfigurement bids fair to im- 
mediately become popular because of the ease of appli- 
cation and extreme low cost of materials. One who has 
tried it says: “The fungicide was tested on plants 
growing outdoors as well as in the greenhouses, and 
the application of a solution, contalinng approximately 
one part of sulphuric acid to 1000 parts of water was 
employed. The roses were uninjured by the acid solu- 
tion and they began immediately to develop new leaves 
and young shoots entirely free of mildew after three to 
six applications on alternate days.

HERE is one good way to start a family flock of 
hens, viz., buy a good sire of the desired breed from 


another man, with from three to five-year-old 


lets. Buy pure-bred stock, and as fancy as you care to 
pay for, The start is everything, although one does not 
know a thing about chickens. The less he knows the 
better chicks he should buy. It is not a hard matter 
to find honorable men selling poultry, who will take all 
the interest in one permitted. Breeders of fancy stock 
are a generous sort of people with a nice sense of justice. 
The man who is in the poultry business merely for the 
money in it may be expected to indulge in smart prac- 
tices, and as any business dicker, one has to choose the 
seller who delights in the things he sells apart from the 
act of selling. Ten dollars buys a good sire, and two to 
three dollars a good hen, though prices for fancy stock 
run up even to hundreds of dollars. A breeder will not 
sell his breeding stock at any price. 


If one buys ten hens at $2 each, and a $10 sire, he 
puts $30 into live stock. He can house them well for $10 
more, but could easily spend $50. There is almost no 
limit to what a man can spend on fancy chicks housed 
becomingly, and for the man of leisure and money it be- 
comes a responsive pastime along with being family 
economy. With $40 a man may start with good pure- 
bred poultry housed. To keep them up is the ambition 
to be cultivated, to make profit first and get pleasure 
making it. 


The eastern man is amazed at the price of wheat here, 
and thinks poultry cannot pay where wheat is so high 
unless a man can grow it. A family man of business 
on a suburban lot cannot grow wheat. and wonder how 
a family flock can be made to pay its way. Where peo- 
pie do not live upon great plains of grain fields, and in a 
south country like ours other foods adapt fowls to the 
environment. It would surprise many an eastern new- 
comer to tell him no wheat at all need be fed whole. 
Many a successful flock is being fed no wheat in the 
kernel, and many a flock will eat no wheat if thrown 
them with other grains. There is egg food in wheat, 
oats and barley, and wheat must reach the layers in 
sore form. Get the best wheat bran and feed it in a 
morning mash made dry. Wet it with boiling hot 
water in which all kinds of table leavings have been 
cooked—potatoes, turnip or onion parings, bits of meat 
and soup, coffee and tea, and all sweet things fit ¢or 
man’s table. Feed the mash hot upon clean feeding 
boards. This starts the flock out with wheat that 18 
not expensive, and with the better part of wheat. Oats 
are a muscle-maker, and should be fed, but fowls do not 
like whole oats. They can be ground and fed in the 
mash if there are a few table leavines of oatmeal. One 
can soon learn the amount of water to boil for a mash for 
eleven fowls. He should have mash enough to feed a 
crop full to each fowl, and little more, because a few 
gluttons will eat a little more than their share. Cracked 
corn fed at night, a crop full to each fowl, and little 
more, will give the (at-forming ration for the layers. 
Green-cut bone, freshly made, should be added to the 
mash three times a week. Nothing so tends to pro- 
mote fertility of eggs as freshly-ground green thm nes. 
Of all greens alfalfa cut up short is the best for layers, 
and the hay or meal is the next best. If the morning 
mash is not rich in table bits, add a pint of aMalfa meal 
for fresh greens to be given at 


leaves, bits of cabbage and cauliflower, turnip or beet 
tops cut up with a “green cutter,” or any fresh green 
from the kitchen garden. 


The one great failing which often arises from feeding 


fed. A bit of rotten potato cooked in the mash will 
make the entire flock sick. A sour mash induces fever 
in three hours. Nothing can be too pure and clean to 
feed fowls. The fowls should be fed regularly, and not 
be given table bits any time of day. To make the hens 
lay is the first ambition to have, and regular deeding 
makes more regular habits in hens, and if fed egg-mak- 
ing foods, eggs will make and have to come. One need 
buy only cracked corn, best of wheat bran; and oats to 
grind, for the family flock's food, if he feeds carefully 
the family food leavings. Ground oyster shells must be 
fed and pure water always be beside the fowls. The ex- 
pense of this mode of feeding is so small each hen will 
pay for herself in a little while and thrive, and in the 
future be profit above the little one pays for feed. If 
a sitting of her eggs is sold at breeding time for 32, 
what quick returns she can make! It pays to start with 
good stock and make it a point to sell one sitting of 
eggs dor each hen at once, if one needs quick returns.

If one does not grow alfalfa and greens in a kitchen 
garden, he will have to buy alfalfa meal. He can buy 
fresh-cut bone of a butcher for 3 cents a pound, and buy 
his oats ground, or buy a bone cutter and cut up the 
bones he can buy with the family meat, and the whole 
oats. He can cut the greens with a butcher knife easily 
for eleven fowls and not buy a green cutter until the 
fifty chicks arrive. 


Eggs for Breeding. 


When one bargains for a sitting of eggs ard pays the 
price asked, the deal is closed, the merchandise deliv- 
ered. Faith entered into the deal. The man buying 
wanted the best, and expected to get the best for the 
money he paid. The man selling had tried all known 
best methods for a year to get his breeding stock into 
fine condition, hoped he had done so, felt sure he was 
selling the best eggs procurable, but there is no way of 
telling a fertile egg except by giving it material heat. 
A man who has not tried selling breeding eggs cannot 
quite grasp the situation when half his eggs turn out 
infertile. He feels he has been treated lightly, while it 
really was a serious and honest transaction. 


If a seller tells one to let him know how the hatch 
comes off, and a stranger writes that he got but two 
chicks, that all the rest were infertile, what should he 
do? Breeding stock does not put out fertile eggs today 
and none tomorrow. One man cannot get fertile eggs 
today and infertile tomorrow. The breeder who finds 
his breeding stock not virile quits selling eggs till he 
can fortify it in some new way. There is only one thing 
to be said of buyers who complain of infertile eggs bought 
of a reputable breeder, viz., they are falsifiers. A man 
is foolish to complain to reputable people. One may not 
know a fertile egg that does not hatch from an inter- 
tile one, but innocence does not excuse him. An igno- 
rant fellow should get wise. If his eggs do not hatch 
well, ascertain why so of somebody who knows. An in- 
fertile egg broken will be found to be like a normal egg, 
the yolk full and unbroken in the clear white. A fertile 
egg may start to incubate and a slight tall or sudden jar 
terminate proceedings, when the egg will sour, the yolk 
run into the white and look when broken like pale coffee 
with the milk in it. In the East a thunder shower has 
many times spoiled a whole sitting of fertile eggs. 


When one bargains for a sitting of eggs and, paying 
the price, gets the eggs, he should consider it a just deal. 
What he doés with the eggs is a self-effort generally. 
If they turn out poorly, he may quietly change his opin- 
ion of the breeder of them, buy of another breeder, or 
learn of his lack of information in handling them prop- 
erly. The average breeder usually exercises every pre- 
caution to send out eggs coming from strong and vigor- 


Fancy Utility Birds. 


February is a time for serious meditation over the 
ups and downs of poultry darming. Of course we made 
some mistakes last year, and have ambition to avoid 
making the-same this year. We hear a great deal about 
fancy birds and utility birds, as if the two involved di- 
verging lines in breeding. Do they? We have asked 
many breeders, and there are two opinions. The breeder 
of fancy fowls is sure that the better form of hen ac- 
cording to the standard, the better layer of best eggs 
is she; and that perfect coloring according to standard 
requirements does not in the least undo the endeavors. 
Why not, and why should it? The breeder of utility 
fowls is equally sure that if one breeds for color he sac- 
rifices form, and that to breed for form is only a second 
thing of pleasure for the eye, with eggs if they will be 
kind enough to form an output. 


bred fancy fowls does not know from experience that he 
is right. The man is to be pitied who has to learn every- 
thing from experience, yet experience does give one a 


perception of existence nothing else can. The children 
learning the multiplication tables are a true study orf 


realism. The child in the twos struggles away or de- 
lights in the really simple work, while the child in the 
sevens with joy or grief knows what is coming to the 
little fellow, and apprehends a little of the work there 
must be in the nines and elevens. The man who has not 


‘bred the fancy fowl has not tackled “nines and elevens,” 


and cannot be expected to know really about utility of 
the fancy fowls. He is led by hearsay. The boy who will 
not concentrate and learn the nines can add and put 
down nine, nine times, and add them up, but it is a slow 
process, and due to not starting life right with the mul- 
tiplication table. The breeder of so-called utility fowls 
may be making a similar mistake.

A BASKET OF JAR-HANDLES. 

In a mound in Palestine identified as the site of the 
ancient city of Gezer was found a large number of jar 
handles. Enough to make a basketful were collected 
by the excavators. Each bore a potter’s mark—the 
name of its maker—with a legend. A basket of jar 
handles might be expected to have some interest for the 
philologist, says Mr. Macalister, the author of “A Record 
of Excavation and Discovery in Palestine,” but could 
hardly be expected to be of historical value. Yet this col- 
lection of sherds enabled its finders to revise and make 
plain a baffing passage in the Bible, and to establish a 
connected story through several other isolated pas- 
sages. | 

The obscure passage is in First Chronicles, fourth 
chapter, sixteenth to twenty-third verses. A list of 
names, so disarranged as not to appear a true genealogy, 
had been widely aceepted as a mythical account of the 
descent of tribes. “These were the potters and the in- 
habitants of Netaim and Gederah; there they dwelt 
with the King for his work,” is the end of the passage. 

Each of the jar handles dug from the ruins of Gezer 
bears the inscription: “For the King,” and the names 
of the makers are the names of those in the Bible verses, 
except where a copyist has made an error, which fre- 
quently occurred. Revised by the new knowledge, the 
passage becomes a complete genealogy of the family of 
the potters, and makes plain the story of their wander- 
ings. On each handle also is a scarab, or beetle, which 
explains the reference to a “daughter of Pharaoh“ -an 
allusion to the fact that the potters followed ‘he re- 
ligion of Egypt. 

It becomes evident, therefore. that here is the story 
of the Menuhoth, the descendants of Menahem, and 
eventually of Caleb, son of Jephunneh. They long in- 
habited a region south of Hebron and followed many 
crafts, but principally that of pottery making. This, in 
the reign of Joash, brought them to the notice of the 
King of Judah, and royal patronage followed, possibly 
in connection with the restoration of the Temple. In 
the days of Uzziah one of the family, Shebaniah, son 
of Ezrah, rose to be steward of the royal estates at Car- 
mel. 

The family “trade mark” at this time was the scarab, 
but under the righteous kings, Amaziah, Jotham and 
Uzziah, this was suppressed. 

In the days of Hezekiah a raid of the wild, semi-bar- 
barous tribe of Simeon was made into their territory, 
and they were forced to seek another home in the south 
of Moab or the north of Edom; and driving out the 


| Amalekites, they settled there and lived in semi-inde- 


pendence. 

After the return from the captivity they settled in 
Bethlehem, and under the name of Pahath-Moab as- 
sumed a position of considerable importance under Ezra 
and Nehemiah. 


All this story is in the Bible, and most of it in the 
books of Chronicles, but in isolated fragments to which 
the jar handles gave the connection. But their whole 
significance is greater than that, for they indicate that 
the chapters of Chronicles contain simply what they 
appear to contain—the real genealogies of real men; and 
in them one need seek no mythical or symbolical mean- 
fng.—[Youth’s Companion. 


FEEDING LONDON GULLS. | 

There is a man to whom the sight of the coming of the 
sea gulls on the Thames has suggested possibilities of 
trade, and for several hours every day he promenades 
the Embankment with a tray, on which are set out small 
paper bags full of sprats. 

“They sell like hot cakes,” he told a reporter. “People 
will always spend q penny on a bagful to feed the gulls 
with. They like to see them dart on the fish and catch 
them before they reach the water. 

“I’m just a hawker, and make my living this way. It’s 
a brisk trade while it lasts, which is most of the win- 
ter, and I’m not denying it pays pretty well. Even giv- 
ing ten for a penny I’m able to make a living profit out 
of them.” 

It may be added that he provides a considerable 
amount of amusement dor those who patronize the Em- 
bankment during the luncheon hour also. The feeding 
of the gulls is now a recognized pastime, and one which 
attracts a large number of visitors. The birds fly 
around the buttresses of the bridge in flocks, emitting a 
continuous chorus of hoarse cries. By Blackfriars Pier 
they perch on the railing of the deserted gangway, rot 
single spies, but in battalions, all facing upstream, all 
keenly awake to the chance passing of a morsel of bread 
or a sprat. 3 

The fast ebbing tide carries the floating birds down 
with it. They shoot, passive and uninterested in their 
fate, through the arches by dozens, but oncg below the 
bridge they rise on the water, their wide wings spread 
out, and up they swoop over the mass of cabs and "buses, 
drays and trolleys that streams across the bridge, away 
to the edge of the Embankment again, where a new- 
comer has just opened a bag of sprats. 

A fish is thrown up into the air, three birds dart si- 
multaneously from different sides in its direction. A col- 
lision seems inevitable, yet apparently by mutual con- 
sent two of the birds turn aside with a sharp flick of the 
wing, and the third catches his prey with a downward 
flash. His gray back shimmers in the sunshine, a mo- 
ment and he is lost to sight again, indistinguishale in 
the swirling mass. 

Some of the birds are tame enough to stand upon the 
parapet on the Embankment and pick up crumbs while 
men stand by and watch. But the weather is not yet 
severe enough to have taught them all fearlessness. 
For the present they wait until the food is thrown out 
to them, over the dancing water, with which at least 
they are thoroughly familiar.—[London Daily News. 


BIRDS AS SENTINELS. 

The Rev. W. J. Joyce, chaplain of the House of Rep- 
resentatives of the State Legislature, encountered many 
hardships in the earlier days of Texas, when he was a 
circuit rider upon the frontier. In speaking of his ex- 
periences he said the other day: | 

“I hope that I may be pardoned for saying that it re- 
quired courage to be a Methodist circuit rider in Texas 
in the early days. Forty years ago I traveled the Uvalde 
Methodist mission circuit, which was at that time 300 
miles around and from thirty to sixty miles between ap- 
pointments. Every mile of the distance was beset with 
dangers from Indians. 

“In traveling the 300 miles of the circuit, of course, I 
got very lonesome and weary. I adopted some odd 
methods to get a little sleep and rest at midday. 

“Being alone, I could not post sentinels while I slept, 
and I knew it was dangerous to lie down without taking 
some precaution to warn me in case Indians made their 
approach. I frequently used birds and animals as sen- 
tinels. 

“If I could locate a drove of buzzards in a tree | 
would make my way to a point as close to them as pos- 
sible and He down. I knew that if Indians should ap- 
proach the buzzards would flop their wings and fly away 


“On one occasion I slipped as near as I could to a 
herd of cattle and allowed them to act as sentinels for 
me while I slept. Another time I carefully worked my 
way through the brush in a very narrow cow trail that 
led to the Leona River, and there, closely hidden from 
the searching eyes of any Indians that might be prow!- 
ing about, I had my nap. | 

“On another trip I found the same resting place, and 
when I had been refreshed by a good sleep, I mounted 
my horse and rode three or four miles further up the 
river and stopped to get a drink of water at a little 
shack where a lone settler lived. He had located at that 
spot, far ¢rom civilization, in the hope that he could 
make a fortune in raising cattle and then return to his 
old home and marry the girl he loved.

Let the cream and acid stand in the test bottles urtil 
the mixture turns dark colored, before whirling. Cream 
tests must be read as rapidly as possible after whirling 
and as near a temperature of 120 deg. Fahr. as may be. 
In cream tests the fat column is so much longer than 
in milk tests that it contracts quickly on cooling and 
shortens the readings. If the fat column is dark col- 
ored and specked with black, the acid used in testing 
is too strong. On the other hand if the fat is light 
colored and has white specks the acid is too weak. I

Ramie is the plant known to botanists as Bohemia 
nivea. Under good cultivation the stalks grow to six or 
eight feet in height, and a strong clump will produce 
from 60 to 80 shoots, which average in diameter as large 
as an ordinary lead pencil. The stalks are clothed with 
large acumirtfate leaves of a warm, green color and sil- 
very beneath. The fiber forms in the bark surround- 
ing the woody portion. The plant produces from two 
to four annua] crops, according to the climate in which 
it is grown. One planting will last for several years. 
For a hundred years the cultivation of ramie has been 
blocked in western countries by the cost of cleansing the 


fiber; for scores of years it has been a contest between. 


the ingenuity of man in inventing machinery that will 
do the work cheaply and well, and the natural resistance 
of ramie to treatment. So far the resistant qualities of 
the plant has kept from the market one of the finest 
fibers in the world for delicate and durable fabrics. Only 
about 2 per cent. of the green stalks is fiber when prop- 
erly degummed. Flax, which is treated so easily, yields 
from 15 to 25 per cent. of clean fiber. It may be seen 
from this that only the great value of the ramie tissue 
would justify culture even where labor is cheap, unless 
perfect methods of machine manipulation have been 
discovered, which is averred by the late cultivators. As 
to the possibilities of ramie in manufacture, there seems 
to be no limit. In the Far East stuff goods for men's 
laces and embroideries, 
Plushes and velvets, stockings, underclothing, table 
damask, napkins, handkerchiefs, shirtings, sheetings, 
sail duck, carpets, cordage, fishing nets, and yarns and 
threads are of the various uses. It is the most perfect 
fiber in the world for making articles requiring strength 
to resist wear and tear of washing and exposure to 

Choosing Fertilizers. 

IRST determine whether your soll needs a fertilizer 

high in nitrogen, phosphorus or potash, then the 
needs of the particular crop in this respect, then the 
form which is best suited. The last depends on the 
habits and growing season of the crop. Considering the 
general crops in classes, it may be broadly said that in 
fertilizer requirements the grasses and cereals, with the 
exception of corn, are much alike. They have extensive 
root systems and long periods of growth and can get 


‘| their nourishment from relatively insoluble materials. 


For this reason the cheaper sources may well be used 
on this class. On the other hand, they make a rapid 
development of leaf and stem just before maturity, and 
for this reason nitrogen in the form of the quickly avail- 
able nitrate of soda, applied at the right time will result 
in an increased crop.

OW is the golden time of all the year for gardening, 
and every day should be counted lost on which no 
garden work is accomplished. Unless unlooked-for and 
unusually heavy, unbroken rain falls all dormant plant 
, life will begin to respond to the genial warmth of spring 


and the rapidly-increasing power of the sun will stimu- 


late them into growths all but marvelous. 


There is scarcely any question but plant life has re- 
ceived all needed moisture during the past two months, 
but with returning activities more moisture and a con- 
stant fresh supply will be needed. . See that plants now 
springing into seasonal growth have the soil loosened 
about them so that it will receive and hold the moisture; 
also keep up proper cultivation, not alone to conserve 
the moisture, but to destroy all weed seeds as soon as 
they sprout. 


Lawns may now be fertilized, likewise roses and all 
real hardy plants. Do not, however, bother with bana- 
nas, cannas, elephant ears, callas and plants of this class, 
for they are unresponsive for some time yet, and the 
soil being overfull of moisture, the fertilizer wil) be 
washed away before the time when the plants can use 
it. More than that, we may have frosts which will far- 
ther damage or even kill some of these tropical foliage 
plants that have little or no bulb or corm below the sur- 
dace. 

Get rid of all rubbish, beds of dry leaves and such 
stuff by burning. Garden pests, both insects and fun- 
gous diseases, are wintered over in rubbish and may 
now be effectually destroyed. If left to hatch out and 
multiply, they may soon increase a hundredfold and 
prove serious menace to some pet crop of flowers— a 
stitch in time saves nine,” and “an ounce of prevention 
is worth a pound of eure,“ are good maxims for the gar- 
dener to keep in mind.—[{California Cultivator.

Soil. Preparation. 
OO much attention cannot be giyen to the preparation 


of garden soils’ The writer has experimented along 
this line for a number of years, and has never tried a 


Many people, in early spring, where sowing lettuce 
and radish seeds are heard to say, “Oh, my soil is light 
and friable, and such seeds just grow and bring good 
results by just raking them into the surface without 


Clovers, alfaka, peas, beans, and vetches form an- | 


other class having similar requirements. They are able 
to draw a large part of their nitrogen supply from the 


air, and to @ greater extent if this element is poorly sup- | 


plied in the soil. Therefore it is economy in fertilizing 
these crops to cut the nitrogen down to a small per cent. 
Moreover, this class feeds very highly on the mineral 
constituents, particularly potash and lime. The best 
practice with this class is to use from 1 to 2 per cent. 
nitrogen, 6 to 8 per cent. phosphoric acid, and 10 per cent. 
potash. 
Potatoes, turnips, beets, and such root and their crops 
form another similar class. They are unable to make 
much use of the slowly soluble constituents, and so re- 
quire, for their full development, liberal quantities of all 
in readily soluble form. Beets respond readily to ni- 
trogen, turnips require plenty of soluble phosphates, and 
both Irish and sweet potatoes need liberal applications 
of potash. They need complete fertilizers, but these fa- 
vored elements should be present in relatively greater 
amounts. Nitrogen forces leaf development, and is of 
the greatest importance in trucking and market garden- 
ing, to promote tenderness and succulence.—[ Farming. 
Lettuce as a Forcing Crop. 


NE of the most satisfactory crops to grow under 
glass is lettuce, and is the most uniformly profitable 
of any of the forced vegetables. It requires less heat 
than tomatoes or cucumbers, and usually less skill is re- 
quired to grow a good crop. The only type which can 


be successfully grown in the West, and which, in fact, is 


the only one the market demands, is the loose-leafed 
non-heading sorts like Grand Rapids. The heading va- 
rieties are especially influenced by the character of the 
soil. 


The first sowings of lettuce should be made about Sep- 
tember 1 if a crop is wanted in November, as from seven 
to ten weeks are required to mature a crop. The seed 
is sown in flats, or if many plants are grown, On a spe- 
cially prepared bench. The plants are picked off into 
other flats or benches when large enough to handle, and 
set three inches apart. When the leaves touch they are 
again transplanted so that they stand six inches apart. 


The soil should be made by mixing one part rotted 
manure, one part sand to three parts soil. The greater 
the amount of clay the more sand should be used since 


under the repeated waterings such soils become com- 


pact and the lettuce becomes tough and of poor quality. 
The best lettuce is thin and brittle with ‘a yellowish 
green color and free from green fly. 

The night temperature should be 40 to 45 degrees, and 
the day temperature not above 65 degrees. The venti- 
lation must be carefully looked after in winter, that in 
dull weather the temperature is kept low so that the 
sun will not burn the tips of the new growth on the 


leaves. The plant requires all the light possible.—[Ex- 


change.

spading or plowing.” 

Two years ago the writer was gardening in the lightest 
and most friable soi] to be found, soil that never did 
and could not pack hard and cement-like. This soil had 
grown mixed garden crops the previous year, and had 
been freely cultivated and was in fair condition. 

Two plats were selected and sown to the same seeds, 
three sorts of lettuce and three sorts of radishes. One 
bed was disturbed only to the depth of about two inches 
and the other was double-spaded, that is, a furrow across 
the bed was spaded and the bottom of this furrow was 
spaded up. No fertilizer was used except a little sown 
on top of each bed, and this was extremely light. 

The crops from the deep-spaded beds were little short 
of phenomenal. Never before, in nearly twenty years’ 
experience, did the writer ever grow such satisfactory 
crops of the two esculents above noted. Next year four 
beds were so treated, spaded at four different depths, and 
results were in accordance with the depth of the seed 
bed. The value of deep stirring of the soil is beyond 
question, but we have occasionally to try some experi- 
ments like the above, in order to see what the profit ever 
ordinary soil scratching. 

After planting, soil tillage is just as necessary if we 
are not situated to irrigate easily and cheaply when de- 
sirable, in order to conserve the soil moisture. It is also 
advisable to keep the soil well aérated, more especially 
while the plants are young and the root system under- 
going its most rapid developent. After a time, when 
the fruiting or maturing stage arrives, the roots harden 
up, cease their activities somewhat, and it little mat- 


ters about air and water supply.—([California Cultiva-

Ornamental Ricinus. 


OME time ago attention was called to the desira- 

bility of ornamental varieties of the castor bean for 
quick shade, shelter and beauty, This plant is now 
popular in eastern gardens, but here it should be more 
sought for as it will live for years in this climate under 
favorable conditions. One variety has a glossy, black 
stem, another purple, bronzy leaves, another stems and 
fruit of blood-red color and a new variety has various 
colored leaves of enormous size. All of the varieties are 
enormous growers, and some of them will reach fifteen 
or twenty deet the first season. Any good seedsman 
will furnish the seeds at about 15 cents per ounce. In 
the American trade the black-stemmed is listed as R. 
cambodgiensis; the bronzy purple as R. gibsoni; the 
red-fruited and stemmed ag R. sanguiensis and the 
variegated mammoth kind as R. zanzibariensis. They 
are noble plants for use in grouping or for flower bed 
centers.

Sawbones at Sacramento. 3 
. § there are a number of important questions affect- 
ing the practice of medicine before the State Leg- 
c islature, now in session at Sacramento, a glance 
at these questions, and at the four schools of medicine 
recognized in California, will not be inappropriate or 
uninteresting. 
The Calfornia State Board of Medical Examiners con- 
tains nine members. Of these, five are allopaths and 


two aclectics. The osteopaths—who, in this State, are 
split into two opposing camps, but have agreed on a bill 


—have a board of their own, which board, by the way, 


was recently declared by a Los Angeles judge to be ex- 
ercising unconstitutional powers, a decision that may 
involve the “regular” board, also. 


The allopaths, or “regulars”—a name which members 
of the drugging school arrogate to themselves—have 
always bitterly opposed any letting down of the bars, 
which is quite natural. We find the same thing in the 
case of all other vested interests. You can’t expect Mr. 
Rockefeller to look with pleasure, or even equanimity, 
on the establishment of a rival oil company, and even a 
barber fails to exhibit signs of pleasure and delight when 
another barber shop is established in the same block. 
Every concession obtained from the “regulars” has 
been extracted by force, like the pulling of a champagne 
cork.

It is 
another straw that shows how much these benevolent 
political doctors. are anxious for the safety of the dear 
people. You may cut a man's liver out, in California, 
if he consents, and as long as you don’t charge for it 
nothing will be done to you, but should you give a man 
advice as to how to eat that he may become healthy and 
strong, and charge him $2, you will be promptly arrested 
and fined $100. Looks like anxiety for the dear people, 
doesn't it?

At Sacramento, this season, it is a sort of three-sided 


fight. A number of reputable allopathic physicians, who 
recently came to California from other States, are up in 


arms, and have hired a lawyer to force the State board 


to recognize them, and permit them to practice. They 
claim that the California board constitutes a medical 
trust, that in no State of the Union is the treatment of

physicians from the outside so arrogant and tyrannical, 


that the State board deliberately prevents competent and 
worthy practitioners from obtaining a license, so as to 
lessen competition, although the board never declines to 
receive and retain the $20 fee required of every appli- 
cant; that among other methods adopted to prevent 
applicants from obtaining licenses is the propounding of 
“catch” questions, which not a single member of the 
board could answer unless he had previously informed 
himseli. In other words, that the State Board of Medi- 
cal Examiners of California is a closer and more tyran- 
nical union than any labor union, because a labor union 
will usually hand over a card to a member from another 
State, who pays the necessary fees. ä 

A bill has been introduced to give the three schools 
allopaths, eclectics and homeopaths—equal representa- 
tion on the boards, also to have the board appointed by 
the Governor, instead of the three State medical associ- 
ations, also—and this, of course, is where the big kick 
comes from the trust“ —to admit to practice in Califor- 
nia, without examination, any applicant who shall pre- 
sent a certificate issued by the medical examining board 
of any other State or Territory in the United States, pro- 
vided that the legal requirements of such board shall 
have been, at the time of the issuance of the certig<ate, 
in no degree less than the requirements of the California 
board at the date of the certificate. 

The following item was recently published in the 
Medical Herald, Philadelphia: 

“Realizing that old practitioners are placed at a great 
disadvantage in taking examinations before the State 
examining boards, and feeling that a lifetime spent in 
the honorable practice of medicine should stand for 
something in qualifying an applicant, even though he 
may not’ be able to make the percentage attained by 
those just out of school, the Missouri State Board of 
Health has wisely adopted the following resolution: 

Resolved, that after all papers are impartially 
graded, not recognizing the individual, but considering 
only the worth of the papers, that five points credit be 
given for every five years’ creditable practice since grad- 
nating from a reputable medical college, and one point 
for each succeeding year’s honorable practice there- 
after.“ 

It would be a good thing, and a proper thing, @ the 
California State Board would adopt such a resolution. 
Evidently, they will not, however, until they are forced 
to do so. | 

As stated, the regulars“ have hogged to themselves a 
majority in the State. board, so that a minority has 
little to say. For this reason, the regulars must be 
held responsible both for the good and bad in medical 
practice in California. These men make a great pre- 
tense of acting for the protection of the dear people. 
Fudge! You can scarcely pick up any newspaper in the 
State of California in which are not found a number of 
advertisements of quack professors of medicine, con- 
taining statements that are obviously lies, and holding 
out impossible promises to those who are so unfortu- 
nate as to be sick, especially to men who suffer from 
veneteal diseases.

country of the world. “It is to laugh.” Or rather, per- 
haps we should say “It is to weep.” 

It is true that the newspapers of the country are not 
by any means guiltless in this respect. Let us hope that 
defore long the great papers of the country may agree 
to decline to publish the lying announcements of there 
scoundrels, who ruin people physically, mentally, mor- 
ally and financially, taking the last dollar from the slen- 
der hoard of a widow under promises of cures that they 
know they cannot effect. At the same time the fact 
that newspapers publish these announcements does not 
by any means absolve the State Medical Boards from 
their duty in the premises.

The “regulars” are also be- 
ginning to take a little stock in” hydropathy, and mas- 
sage, and suggestion, and a few other natural means of 
aiding nature, that have been used by ignorant “laymen” 
for a century or more. 
these things are “something different,” and above all, 
that they must “only be taken by advice of a physician.” 
Still, it is a good thing to see that they are beginning 
to get a little light. 

The homeopaths give their drugs in such exceedingly 
minute doses that they might properly be classed 


among the non-druggers, and included among the sug- : 


gestionists. It is said, however, that of late years they 
have begun to increase the quantity of their drugs. 
so they are moving backward. Otherwise, if you insist 
on taking drugs of some kind, by all means try the 
homeopathic kind, for if they don't help you, they at 
least will do you very little harm. | 

The eclectics, of whom we don't hear much in this 
part of the country, believe—or are supposed to believe— 
in the giving of vegetable extracts. Many good people 
have an idea that if you don’t take minerals into your 
system you are all right. As a fact, however, some of 
the deadliest poisons we know are of vegetable ori- 
gin. The eclectics will hold their national convention in 
Los Angeles this year. :

ulars. The liberal-minded osteopathic physicians who

- amination without having to show a diploma, which is 

rather doubtful evidence of a man’s qualifications. As 
Burt Estes Howard says: “A diploma is an evidence of 
having been vaccinated with education, but it is no sign 
that it ‘took.’” 3 

Then there is, in an educational measure, a provi- | 
sion for the abolition of the compulsory vaccination law 
in California. This proposition has found a number of 
warm supporters, including the heads of the public 
schools in Los Angeles and San Diego. This bill was 
Gefeated in the Assembly on the 7th, but notice of 
reconsideration was given. 

It may be seen, therefore, that the present nen of 
the California Legislature is fraught with much interest 
to those who are interested in the care of the body, or 
in keeping people from caring for their bodies, as they 
see fit. Whatever the outcome of this fight may be, 
the fact remains that the people of this country have 
had their eyes at least partially opened, and will not 
much longer submit to the dictation of a medical trust. 
This is a bad year for trusts, “anyhow.”

Koch’s Costly Blunder. 


HE British royal commission on tuberculosis has | 

just issued a report which sets forth that man is 
liable to infection by bovine tuberculosis and that cow's 
milk containing tubercular bacilli is responsible for a 
majority of the cases of such infection. The report is 
considered to be of the greatest importance as demon- 
strating conclusively that the theory of Prof Robert 
Koch of Berlin, announced in 1990, was based upon in- 
sufficiently interpreted observation

grand discovery, and Koch’s tuberculin was sold and 
used in vast quantities—a preparation that is now ad- 
mitted to have done much harm—may it not be just 
possible that some of the other now loudly vaunted sci- 


entific practices of the medical fraternity are based 
upon an equally flimsy foundation?

The Cost of Living. 
HIS prosperity, of which we so much, is all very 
well, for those who share in it.

ills reported to the health department.” 

Perhaps you think this is dalse. Not at all. It is not 
only probable, but quite reasonable. It is another in- 
stance of the power of suggestion—of the mind over the 
body. By the prevailing unreasonable scare in Chicago, 
and the reading of hysterical articles in the papers, these 
people had been suggested into the idea that they were 
going to have scarlet fever, or diphtheria, or some other 
disease that was prevalent.

“placebo” by a doctor, who tells you that the sugar pill 
or colored water has great medicinal virtues. It is in- 
deed, difficult to understand how any intelligent person 
can deny the immense power of the mind over the body, 
a power which all intelligent physicians begin to recog- 
nize. A few days ago a woman in an American city 
lay groaning and writhing in agony. She believed she 
had swallowed her false teeth, and was only relieved 
when they were dug out of an ash pan.

nothing more deleterious to plant life can be thought of 


than a smelter. He points to Butte, Mont., a barren, 
bleak and dreary place, also to the forests about the 
smelter in Shasta county, where he says every tree and 
shrub dor miles around is blighted. cs 

On the other hand, it is claimed that smelter smoke is 
now disposed of through a system that removes the 
fumes. We should satisfy ourselves on this point.

Cane Sugar a Menace to Health. : 


HE magazine What to Eat,“ whose editor probably 

knows more about hotels than hygiene, published, in 
its February number, an article headed: Taste (or 
Sweets an Index of Wholesomeness.” That depends. A 
craving for sweet fruits, containing grape sugar, is nat- 
ural and wholesome. A craving for concentrated cane 
sugar is unnatural and harmful. In the article referred 
to, the editor of What to Eat says: 

“Nothing could be said in greater praise of a people 
than that they have a taste for sweets. It shows a 
wholesome, vigorous, healthful condition—an appetite 
not jaded from excessive indulgence. The child whose 
appetite has not become polluted or calloused from false 
relishes, smarting sauces and burning drinks, and dissi- 
pation, loves sweets; so does the girl of bright eyes and 
untainted youth, as is evinced by her fondness for ice 
creams and desserts; the young athlete among men loves 
sweets, nearly as well as does the child.” : 

The writer goes on to point to other countries, where 
they prefer things that are sour and bitter, and tells 
how much better we are off, adding: 

“So let’s rejoice in the fact that America and England 
eat twice the amount of sweets of any other nation in 
the world.” 

How about the fact that dyspepsia, which is compara- 
tively rare in the countries referred to, is so common in 
America as to be the rule rather than the exception, 
and has been called the “national disease?” How about 
the fact that no other country in the world maintains 
So many dentists, per capita? 

So far from rejoicing at the immense amount of cane 
sugar consumed in this country, the editor believes the 
fact should be sincerely deplored. He believes that the 
great consumption of cane sugar in various forms, is the 
unrecognized cause of a large proportion of the diseases 
that afflict the American people. In the case of many 
people, about all they need to do to recover their health 
is to abandon the use of cane sugar. This is specially 
true when the sugar is consumed with starch, or milk, 
causing easy fermentation, and acidity. Cane sugar 


does not produce sweetness, but acidity. Sub-acid fruits, | 


on the other hand. have an alkaline reaction. 

The editor sincerely believes that cane sugar does 
more harm to the people of this country than tea, coffee, 
beer and light wines combined. , 

Otto Carqué contributes to the “Care of the Body” the 
following interesting article on this subject: 

“It should be borne in mind that the various forms of 
sugar, as we find them in their natural state in fruits, 
stems and roots, where they are organized by nature 
during the process of growth and intimately associated 
with other nourishing ingredients, are far better adapted 
for nutrition than the manufactured products of com- 
merce which are chemically isolated food principles and 
never apt to fully supply the needs of the body. 

“The reason for the injurious effects of manufactured 
sugar and glucose is that they are not complete foods. 
They are deficient in those organic salts which are nec- 
essary for the building up of the nerves, tissues gnd 
bones and neutralizing the acidity of the blood. With- 
out the presence of the salts of sodium, calcium, magne- 
sium and iron the process of digestion and assimilation 
is incomplete. No doubt the extensive use of artificial 


‘sweets in the various dood products which are now found 


in the market, is responsible for a very large number of 
diseases, such as dyspepsia, diabetes, etc. This is but

You may rest upon the white steps of the Greek 
Theater, cut in the hillside, looking out everilastingly 
over the great harbor and the quiet shores beyod. You 
may examine in the little museum the salvage of the 
dead centuries—marbles, broken statues; tombs, and

ers up the Anapus, and through the great marshes along 
a stream bordered with high banks of feathery papyrus, 
till you find yourself suddenly in the deep, clear pool of 
the Fountain of Cyane, encircled by the solemn hills. 

You may descend in the little garden of the Capuchins 
‘at San Giovanni from an entrance fragrant with purple 
‘stocks and climbing geranium into a vast city of the 
dead; catacombs which extend for unmeasured miles 
beneath the once populous town, adorned with palms 
and peacocks, and rude crosses; a labyrinth of tombs. 
You may see a city which here remains today enduring, 
while the city above them has crumbled into the barren 
limestone rock, now lonely and all silent under the wide 
sky. 

Or you may turn in weariness from the oppression of 
the enormous past to the little sleepy port which still 
has the courage to call itself by the great name of Cyra- 
euse You may move through its high, narrow streets, 
glancing in the caverns where the people live, with the 
chickens passing in and out the empty windows, and the 
large beds, and the women sewing in the doorways, and 
the little pictures of the Madonna in the corner, with 
the lamp burning before them. You may examine on

Here is the ereat harbor, where the Athenian fleet 
was stationed. across whose entrance the Syracusians 
drew the great boom, and closed them in in like rats 
ma trap. Here on a remote autumn day was feught the 
great naval encounter which settled the fate of Greece; 
her hundred great ships grappling in its waters, while 
the armies from the opposite banks raised their cries of 
encouragement and alarm. 

‘And here in that evening the empire of Athens had 
become a dream. 

Beyond is the defile up which retreated the land forces 
of the invader. On the left is the little river into which 
they threw themselves, maddened with thirst. Here 
they surrendered. and the generals died. 

And in the most piteous of all these historic places— 
here in the gardens of the Hotel Polliti are the great 
Tatomia—the quarries into which were flung the thous- 
ands of prisoners. In such plight the flower of the 
youth of Athens perished miserably. like wild beasts, 
of heat and pestilence, hunger, and cold: while the 
women of Syracuse from above mocked their sufferings.
